Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner maintains the rejection of claims 1-21 
and 23-35. Regarding the comment on page 12 , 2nd paragraph, Applicant is correct, DIR is a command to list directories. Office Action 
paragraph rejection remains: "Buxton suggests that the command line input (an object that consists of modification to base component) is 
directed to storage, and the registry is edited (a command utility), but did not explicitly disclose 'command line utility*. Applicant argues 
(top of page 13) that "Accessing, editing, and modifying the registry in a Microsoft WINDOWS operating system is typically performed 
through OLE libraries and WIN32 APIs-neither technique is a command line utility as disclosed in the present Application. The 
Specification, page 1, paragraph 2 provides some comments on command line utility, but they are not specific enough to obviate over the 
prior art mappings. 
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
